A  Venerable  Mattapoisett  Resident 

The  Life  ofArtny  Nurse  Florence  Eastman 


One  can't  live  or  work  long  in  Mattapoisett 
before  the  name  Florence  Eastman  is  heard  in 
reference  to  one  landmark  or  another.  Her  name  has 
been  bestowed  on  the  town's  active  American 
Legion  Post  280  and  its  meeting  hall  on  Depot  Street. 
A  portion  of  the  bridge  stretching  over  Route  195 
has  been  named  in  her  honor  ...  and  even  a  cherry 
blossom  tree  was  planted  in  her  memory  outside  the 
town's  public  library. 

But  few  know  the  short  but  productive  life 
story  behind  this  enigmatic  heroine. 

Gracing  one  of  the  walls  of  the  Depot  Street 
American  Legion  hall  is  the  portrait  of  a  young, 
pensive  woman;  near  it  is  a  brief  biography  of  one  of 
Mattapoisett's  most  honored  war  veterans  and 
memorable  historical  figures. 

Born  October  4, 1894,  Florence  Eastman  was 
the  only  daughter  of  Russell  B.  and  Ada  (Atwood) 
Eastman.  She  moved  from  West  Dennis, 
Massachusetts  in  June  of  1915  to  live  at  Ned's  Point 
where  her  father  had  been  appointed  keeper  of  the 
now-historic  lighthouse. 

Even  as  a  young  girl,  Miss  Eastman 
possessed  a  lovely  character  and  sterling  worth. 
Ambitious,  and  with  a  sincere  purpose  to  make 
much  of  her  life,  she  entered  the  Morton  Hospital  at 
the  tender  age  of  17  to  train  for  the  nursing 
profession.  She  successfully  graduated  two  years 
later. 

As  one  of  the  first  duties  of  her  fledgling 
career  she  became  night  supervisor  in  several  New 
England  hospitals  and  in  January,  1918  was 
appointed  a  Red  Cross  nurse  and  assigned  to  Camp 
Upton  in  Yaphank,  Long  Island. 

Shortly  thereafter,  in  April  of  1918,  she  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Mills,  Mineola,  Long  Island, 
where  she  became  head  Army  nurse  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  with  twenty  nurses  and  one  hundred 
soldier  orderlies  under  her  jurisdiction.  Her 
devotion  to  duty,  her  sympathy  for  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers,  and  her  cheerful  disposition  won 
the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  she  was 
associated. 

When  the  terrible  epidemic  of  influenza 
came,  bringing  with  it  an  unprecedented  amount  of 
sickness,  she  did  not  falter  in  performing  her  duties 
as  nurse  and  friend  of  the  stricken  soldiers,  nor  did 
she  think  of  herself. 

Finally,  she  became  a  victim  of  the  dreaded 


influenza  from  which  she  eventually  died,  paying  the 
last  full  measure  of  devotion  to  her  profession  and  her 
country.  Just  before  the  outbreak  of  the  flu,  she 
received  her  passport  and  was  expecting  soon  to  go 
overseas. 

But  she  never  left  her  native  American  soil. 

Miss  Eastman's  death  came  on  Monday, 
October  14, 1918,  at  the  early  age  of  24.  She  received 
full  military  honors  and  was  buried  at  the  Pine  Island 
Cemetery  in  Mattapoisett  surrounded  by  her  parents 
and  a  large  gathering  of  friends  who  came  to  pay  their 
last  homage  to  a  brave  and  devoted  daughter  and  a 
true  and  noble  soul. 

Three  short  years  after  her  death,  the  town's 
American  Legion  Post  #280  was  formed  and  named  as 
a  lasting  and  tangible  memorial  to  her  uninhibited 
dedication  and  service  to  her  fellow  man  and  country. 
Appropriately  enough,  on  Memorial  Day  —  May  30, 
1922  —  veterans  formed  on  the  steps  of  Town  Hall  to 
officially  organize  and  commence  the  American  Legion 
Post  280. 

Among  the  charter  members  who  signed  the 
initial  application  for  the  Legion  were  John  Mendell, 
Anthony  DeCosta  Jr.,  Manuel  Rebello,  Ralph  Lebaron, 
Harold  Morse,  Charles  Ellis  Jr.,  Phillip  Lebaron,  Samuel 
Kinney,  Raymond  Winslow,  Ernest  Dexter,  Enoch 
Lebaron  Winslow,  and  Asa  Hoxie. 

The  selection  of  Miss  Eastman  as  the  post's 
namesake  was  deemed  appropriate  by  all  Legionnaires 
as  she  was  unanimously  chosen  as  the  sole 
Mattapoisett  resident  to  die  while  on  active  duty  in 
World  War  I.  Soon  after,  the  other  memorials  in  town 
were  dedicated  in  her  name  as  a  way  of  keeping  alive 
the  spirit  of  a  woman  whose  brief  life  touched  many.

Buzzards  Bay  Project,  sent  a  reminder  to  the  board 
that  John  Rockwell  is  now  available  as  a  Wetland 
Specialist  with  the  organization  and  may  be  called 
upon  for  impartial,  third-party  opinions  as  to  the 
extent  of  wetland  resources  at  the  town's  landfill.

occurring  rapidly.  "In  many  cases  the  telephone 
company  is  putting  in  fiber  optic  systems  at  no  cost 
to  the  consumers,"  he  said.  "I'm  concerned  that 
locking  ourselves  into  a  10-year  contract  will  be  far 
more  beneficial  to  (Continental  Cablevision)  than  us. 
I  think  it's  something  we  should  consider  long  and 
hard  before  making  a  commitment." 

Mr.  Mahoney  also  noted  that  the  cost  of 
installing  the  new  fiber  optic  system  would  be 
reflected  in  cable  subscribers'  bills,  which  didn't 
seem  like  an  even  deal  in  the  long  run. 

A  copy  of  the  order  was  to  be  given  to  the 
members  of  the  town's  Cable  Advisory  Committee 
for  their  files. 

On  that  same  note,  the  board  received  a  letter 
from  Dorcas  M.  Layport  protesting  the  collection 
charges  on  her  recent  cable  bill.  Ms.  Layport  noted 
that  she  sent  payment  on  time  in  an  envelope 
provided  with  the  company's  address.  This  was  at  a 
time  that  the  company's  billing  address  was  changed 
to  Woburn,  hence  the  payment  arrived  late  and  the 
company  charged  her  an  additional  $28.44  collection 
charge. 

Ms.  Layport  asked  that  the  board  check  into 
the  company's  billing  practices  and  be  made  aware 
of  their  methods. 

The  board  then  noted  that  they  had  received 
confirmation  from  the  Farmer's  Home 
Administration  that  the  loan  for  $94,000  had  been 
approved  and  the  funds  had  been  reserved  to  pay 
the  town's  outstanding  debt  to  Fairhaven  for  their 
share  of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant.

Chairman 
Dougall  stated  that  the  board  voted  to  "table  it"  at 
that  meeting  despite  receiving  an  order  from 
Assistant  Fire  Chief  Robert  Davis  to  remove  the  tree 
as  it  violated  a  law  initiated  by  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  forty  plus  years  ago.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
January  3, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January  3, 
1994  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes.  Also  present  were  Selectman  David  L. 
Hughes,  Selectman  Michael  Murphy,  and 
Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  December 
20, 1993  meeting,  the  board  met  with  Frederick  W. 
Underhill,  Jr.  for  an  update  on  the  Lakeville  Ponds 
and  the  Tri-Town  Housing  Co-Op,  Inc. 

Mr.  Underhill  noted  that  last  week  the 
Housing  Co-Op  had  met  with  Rep.  William  Straus 
and  members  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Community 
Development  (EOCD)  to  see  if  the  co-op's  limits  can 
be  raised  for  the  Soft  Second  Loan  Mortgage 
program.  "We've  petitioned  to  have  the  limits  raised 
so  more  people  can  take  advantage  of  the  program," 
Mr.  Underhill  said.  "Currently  we  have  a  $33,800 
salary  limit  with  a  maximum  (real  estate)  value  of 
$125,000  gross. 

"We're  also  working  on  getting  a 
determination  on  Chapter  40. B,  the  so-called  Anti- 
Snob  Zoning  Law.  This  law  requires  a  town  to  work 
toward  a  goal  of  providing  at  least  10  percent

affordable  housing.  If  the  town  isn't  deemed  to  be 
working  toward  this  goal,  it  counts  against  them  in 
terms  of  grants  and  awards." 

Regarding  the  Lakeville  Ponds  update,  Mr. 
Underhill  simply  wanted  to  make  the  board  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the  water  levels  last  summer  were 
dangerously  low  and  they  might  want  to  consider 
asking  New  Bedford  if  any  conservation  measures 
were  in  place. 

"I  just  feel  that  if  they  want  us  to  work  to 
keep  up  the  water  quality  out  there,  they  should  also 
be  taking  steps  to  conserve  that  resource,"  he  said. 
"Last  summer  the  ponds  were  as  dry  as  I've  ever 
seen  them  ...  I  think  (the  Board  of  Selectmen)  should 
consider  sending  them  a  note  to  ask  them  if  any 
steps  were  taken  to  restrict  water  use  last  summer. 

"If  they've  got  something  in  place,  that's  fine.

Chairwoman  Hawkes  next  asked  her  fellow 
board  members  if  they  were  prepared  to  sign  and 
accept  the  contract  for  the  Police  Brotherhood  as 
previously  negotiated  with  Town  Counsel  and  police 
union  representatives.

Officer  James  Wassmouth  noted  if  that  is  a 
requirement  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  he 
would  contact  an  insurance  company  to  provide  a 
bond  as  soon  as  possible.  With  that  matter  resolved, 
the  three  full-time  police  officers  present  —  Officer 
Wassmouth,  Officer  Sean  Joyce  and  Officer  Bill 
Protami  —  signed  the  contract  which  was  then 
signed  and  approved  with  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.
